DUES  ARE  DUE! 
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COLLECTING  ONZAS  FOR  FUN

When  I  look  about  at  a  coin  show, 
or  in  a  numismatic  publication,  I 
wonder  if  all  these  people  have  that 
much  money  to  spend  on  a  hobby. 
Well,  having  started  collecting 
when  I  was  nine,  I  have  long  ago 
filled  my  penny  folders.  And  having 
a  very  tight  budget,  MS  65  anything 
collections  are  out  of  reach  and  in  a 
way  I  am  glad.  So  I  was  faced  with 
what  to  do,  collect  more  Lincolns, 
Buffalos  and  Mercurys  or  just  give 
up  collecting.  There  was  no  way  I 
could  get  numismatics  out  of  my 
blood  so  I  had  to  find  a  way  to  col¬ 
lect  that  was  interesting  and  on  a 
limited  budget. 
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Due  to  an  illness  and  lack  of  fore¬ 
sight  there  were  a  few  years  that  I 
collected  nothing.  But,  when  silver 
prices  came  down  I  bought  a  few 
silver  medals  because  they  were  in¬ 
expensive  and  very  artistic.  Be¬ 
sides,  I  always  had  silver  value  in 
them  even  if  it  was  an  XF  or  MS65. 
And  this  to  me  simplified  buying 
and  trading  of  my  collection.  So  I 
was  collecting  again,  but  for  all 
their  beauty,  history  and  ease  of 
grading,  something  was  missing. 

I  did  not  feel  as  though  I  was  col¬ 
lecting  until  I  purchased  a  medal, 
which  was  not  a  medal.  It  turned 
out  to  be  a  1980  ONZA  from  Mexico. 
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I  have  about  26  years  of  collecting 
under  my  belt  but  I  never  learned 
much  about  foreign  coins.  I  guess  it 
was  because  of  my  assumption  that 
a  knowledge  of  the  language  was 
needed  to  collect  them.  With  the 
purchase  of  that  Onza  I  was  collect¬ 
ing  coins  again. 

Onzas  are  inexpensive,  beautiful 
and  have  history.  That  1980  Onza 
started  me  towards  having  fun  col¬ 
lecting  again.  So  as  any  numisma¬ 
tist  should,  I  purchased  a  few  books 
on  foreign  and  Mexican  coins.  One 
of  these  books  was  by  Theodore  V. 
Buttrey.  In  his  frontispiece  he  had 
featured  the  1949  ONZA  with  a  brief 
description.  I  thought  this  coin  must 
have  impressed  him  very  much  to 
lead  off  a  book  on  the  coins  of  MEX¬ 
ICO.  And  indeed  it  was  supposed  to 
impress;  as  this  coin  was  intended 
as  an  ad  for  the  Mexico  City  Mint 
who  hoped  other  countries  would 
contract  with  them  to  produce  coins 
for  their  own  country. 

A  couple  of  collecting  friends  in 
Kingsville  collect  Mexican  coins  by 
overdates  and  I  could  see  doing  this 
in  my  ONZAS.  This  opened  a  new 
world  of  collecting  to  me  because  a 
lot  of  different  varieties  are  not 
listed  in  the  books.  So  in  some  way  I 
feel  much  the  explorer.  First,  I  col¬ 
lected  all  the  types  that  are  listed  in 
the  Krause  Publication  Standard 
Catalog  of  World  Coins;  The 
1949,  1978  type  one  with  a  wide 
spacing  between  De  Moneda  on  the 
obverse,  1978  type  two  with  a  close 
spacing,  the  1979  type  three  which 
has  the  left  scale  pan  pointing  to 
the  U  in  UNA,  1979  type  four  with 
the  scale  pan  between  the  U  and  N 
in  Una,  the  1980  and  last  and  most 
interesting,  1980  over  70  overdate, 
seven  coins  in  all. 

I  have  such  fun  at  a  show  going 
up  to  a  table  asking  to  see  their 
Onzas.  The  dealer  will  say,  "All  I 
have  are  1980s,”  to  which,  I  reply, 


“Can  I  look  through  them?”  And 
after  a  time  I  might  find  two,  three 
or  even  more  types.  Then  I  will  ex¬ 
plain  the  different  types  to  the  deal¬ 
er  after  picking  the  ones  desired  for 
my  collection.  The  dealer  then  al¬ 
most  always  will  ask  which  is  worth 
more,  to  which  I  say  they  are  worth 
about  the  same.  At  this  point  he  will 
rake  them  together  and  toss  them  in 
their  bag  or  box  for  the  next  explor¬ 
er  to  discover.  I  am  glad  that  this  is 
so  because  it  is  my  finds  which  cost 
so  little  but  bring  so  much  joy  to  my 
hobby. 

As  of  the  date  of  this  article  I 
have  33  different  types  and  dates  of 
Onzas  and  Libertads.  So  far  every 
year  of  Libertad  has  had  two  types, 
one  with  the  edge  motto  towards  the 
obverse  and  the  other  with  the  mot¬ 
to  towards  the  reverse.  I  consider 
the  Libertads  an  extension  of  the 
ideas  behind  the  original  Onza  and 
thus  part  of  my  Onza  set.  The  prin¬ 
cipal  of  this  collection  has  spread  to 
other  collections  and  illustrates 
that  you  can  collect,  learn  and  have 
fun  for  under  $15.00  as  almost  all 
coins  in  my  set  including  the  1949 
were  under  this  price  tag. 

I  hope  this  article  helps  someone 
to  find  new  interest  in  his  or  her  col¬ 
lecting  while  enjoying  this  great 
hobby.  And  if  anyone  has  more  in¬ 
formation  on  this  subject  I  would  be 
glad  to  hear  from  you.  So  happy 
collecting!

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NUMISMATIC  AGES

Education  in  the  United  States 
today  was  organized  by  Franklin 
Roosevelt  in  the  New  Deal.  All  col¬ 
lege  graduates  with  a  “B”  or  above 
average  (2.77  grade  point),  would  be 
hired  by  the  civil  service  upon  pres¬ 
enting  a  degree.  But  the  philosophy 
of  getting  paid  for  the  study  of  wis¬ 
dom  has  a  history  in  numismatics 
that  goes  back  to  the  barbaric  inva¬ 
sions  of  the  Roman  Empire. 

The  Age  of  Belief,  the  period 
from  the  fifth  to  the  15th  centuries, 
when  religion  and  social  institu¬ 
tions  were  closely  related,  philoso¬ 
phers  discussed  the  nature  of  God, 
of  Being,  and  of  Man,  with  an  inten¬ 
sity  not  known  before  or  since.  The 
dominant  philosophers  were:  St.  Au¬ 
gustine,  St.  Thomas  Aquinas,  Boe¬ 
thius,  Erigen,  Anselin,  Abeland, 
Banaventure  and  Averroes. 

There  was  a  scarcity  of  gold  and 
silver  in  this  period  and  coins  were 
minted  from  copper. 

The  Age  of  Adventure,  a  time 
when  men  turned  from  abstrac¬ 
tions,  from  thoughts  of  other  world¬ 
ly  perfection,  to  explore  new  seas, 
new  continents,  new  notions,  new 
images  of  man.  The  philosophers 
were  DaVinci,  More,  Machiavelli, 
Michelangelo,  Erasmus,  Coperni¬ 
cus,  Montaigne,  Kepler,  Galileo  and 
Giodana  Bruno. 

Gold  and  silver  found  in  the  New 
World  and  Asia  helped  to  bankrupt 
Europe  with  over-abundance  of  these 
commodities. 

The  Age  of  Reason  was  the 
great  formative  era  of  modern  phi¬ 
losophy,  marked  by  the  decline  of 
medieval  conceptions  of  knowledge, 
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by  the  rise  of  the  physical  sciences 
and  by  gradual  transition  from  La¬ 
tin  to  French  and  English  as  instru¬ 
ments  of  philosophical  thought. 
The  philosophers  were  Bacon,  Pas¬ 
cal,  Hobbes,  Galileo  Descartes,  Spin¬ 
oza  and  Leibnez. 

The  revival  of  empire  building 
took  place  during  this  period  with 
the  establishment  of  a  minting  code 
by  Isaac  Newton. 

The  Age  of  Enlightenment 
tried  to  prove  that  everything  —  or 
almost  everything  —  in  the  world 
moved  according  to  unchangeable 
and  predictable  physical  laws.  They 
included  the  philosophers  John 
Loche,  Voltaire,  George  Gerkeley, 
David  Hume,  Thomas  Reid,  Coudil- 
lac,  La  Mettrie,  Holann  George 
Homann  and  George  Christoph 
Lichtenberg.  This  century  saw  the 
first  world  war  fought  on  all  conti¬ 
nents  and  the  rise  in  importance  of 
an  ounce  of  silver. 

The  Age  of  Ideology,  an  effort 
was  made  to  synthesize  the  tradi¬ 
tions  of  the  17th  and  18th  centuries 
idealism  and  romanticism,  empiri¬ 
cism  and  positivism,  the  philosophy 
of  history  and  existentialism  were 
developed.  They  included  the  men 
Kant,  Fichte,  Hefei,  Schopenhauer, 
Cornty,  Mill,  Spencer,  Marx,  Mach, 
Nietzsche  and  Kierkegaard. 

Gold  was  discovered  in  Califor¬ 
nia,  Siberia,  Canada  and  South  Afri¬ 
ca,  more  than  tripling  the  supply 
since  the  beginning  of  time. 

The  Age  of  Analysis,  the  20th 
century  studies  of  time  and  instinct, 
existentialism,  phenomonology  and 
and  organism  are  also  represented.

In  Dallas  in  May  1887,  police 
traced  counterfeit  coins  to  a  lunch 
stand  in  Union  Station.  A  police 
officer  posing  as  a  drunk,  entered 
the  stand,  ate  lunch  and  used  a  $5 
bill  to  pay  for  the  20-cent  lunch. 
When  his  change  included  $4  in 
phoney  silver  dollars,  the  owner 
and  clerk  were  arrested!  —  Submit¬ 
ted  by  Frank  Clark,  Carrollton, 
Texas.

The  government  of  Mexico  is 
seriously  considering  the  issuing  of 
bonds  backed  by  silver,  according 
to  a  news  brief  from  The  Silver  Insti¬ 
tute.  Discussions  between  govern¬ 
ment  financial  institutions,  silver 
miners,  refiners  and  stock  brokers 
have  been  progressing  over  the  last 
few  months.  Three  million  ounces  of 
newly  mined  silver  may  be  used  in 
the  first  bond  issue  which  is 
planned  to  be  marketed  only  in 
Mexico.  If  this  plan  is  implemented, 
important  benefits  would  accrue  to 
Mexico,  its  silver  industry  and  stock 
market,  and  to  silver  producers 
around  the  world. 

************ 

Postage  stamps  were  never  is¬ 
sued  by  the  Republic  of  Texas.  It 
established  a  postal  system  in  Octo¬ 
ber  1835,  before  independence  was 
won,  and  named  John  Rice  Jones  as 
postmaster  general.  A  one-page  let¬ 
ter  traveling  no  more  than  20  miles 
cost  6'4  cents.  The  carrier  collected 
in  advance  so  no  stamps  were  need¬ 
ed. 


In  mid-September,  Tiffany  & 
Co.  of  New  York  N.Y.,  began  a  four 
month  celebration  of  its  150th  anni¬ 
versary  by  opening  an  exhibit,  “Tri¬ 
umphs  of  American  Silvermaking: 
Tiffany  &  Co.  1860-1900”  at  the  Met¬ 
ropolitan  Museum  of  Art.  This  will 
be  followed  by  the  opening  of  other 
exhibits  in  major  museums,  social 
activities  and  the  marketing  of  com¬ 
memorative  products.  In  the  Silver 
Department,  there  are  commemora¬ 
tive  sterling  silver  spoons,  book¬ 
marks  and  “Tiffany  Money”  dis¬ 
playing  the  famous  “Atlas”  clock 
that  is  over  the  entrance  to  Tiff¬ 
any’s  flagship  store  in  New  York 
City. 

************ 

Gold  and  silver  commemorative 
proofs  honoring  the  fifth  birthday 
anniversary  of  the  first  giant 
Panda  bear  born  in  North  America 
have  been  issued  by  Casa  de  Mon- 
eda,  Mexico's  official  mint.  The 
coins  are  being  marketed  worldwide 
for  the  Mexico  Mint  by  Colonial 
Coins,  Inc.,  of  Houston. 

“Part  of  the  proceeds  from  the 
Panda  program  is  being  donated  to 
American  Panda  Research  at  the 
Chapultepec  Zoo  in  Mexico  City,  to 
fund  efforts  to  protect  the  species 
from  extinction  and  to  provide  for 
their  research  and  upkeep,”  accord¬ 
ing  to  Dr.  George  Vogt,  president  of 
Colonial  Coins.

This  month  we'll  further  the  dis¬ 
cussion  about  club  programs... 

Weak  clubs  sometimes  fall  back 
on  the  “canned”  slide/script  pres¬ 
entations  in  lieu  of  "live”  programs. 
These  programs  are  not  necessarily 
bad.  they  actually  contain  a  vast 
amount  of  information.  It’s  just 
when  the  slides  are  slapped  up  on  a 
stucco  wall  in  dim  light,  and  when 
the  presenter  just  reads  in  a  mono¬ 
tone  every  last  word  on  the  page, 
that  these  programs  take  on  the 
adjectives,  “boring,  uninteresting 
and  obsolete.”  In  the  hands  of  an 
experienced  narrator  who  takes  the 
time  to  read  and  edit  the  script  to  fit 
the  needs  of  the  membership,  and 
who  augments  the  slides  with  ac¬ 
tual  coins,  an  anecdote  or  other  side 
comments,  these  programs  are  val¬ 
uable  assets  which  compliment 
other  club  programs. 

The  Texas  Numismatic  Associa¬ 
tion  and  the  American  Numismatic 
Association  have  slide  sets  availa¬ 
ble  to  clubs,  just  contact  the  librar¬ 
ians.  Other  organizations  that  sup¬ 
ply  this  type  program  are  the  Token 
&  Medal  Society  and  the  Civil  War 
Token  Society. 

One  of  the  more  interesting  sour¬ 
ces  for  programs  used  by  clubs  I’m 
associated  with  is  the  local  speak¬ 
er’s  bureau.  Programs  by  local  coin 


dealers,  bank  officers,  check  print¬ 
ing  firms  and  vending  machine  oper¬ 
ators  proved  to  be  enlightening  and 
captured  the  membership’s  interest 
for  longer  than  the  scheduled  time. 

Other  programs  which  were  well- 
received  were  provided  by  local  coin 
supply  dealers,  the  sister  stamp 
club  (talking  about  philatelic- 
numismatic  combinations,  and  lo¬ 
cal  police  (on  collection  security), 
and  a  program  on  the  tax  ramifica¬ 
tions  of  collecting,  dealing  and  in¬ 
vesting  in  rare  coins. 

And,  other  programs  which  have 
proved  successful  are  numismatic 
book  reviews,  a  question  and  an¬ 
swer  period  with  numismatic  digni¬ 
taries  and  book  authors,  and  coin 
trivia  evenings. 

Notice  I  left  out  the  ubiquitous 
auction.  Many  clubs  hold  small  auc¬ 
tions  every  meeting,  others  only  oc¬ 
casionally.  I  have  nothing  against 
auctions,  unless  they  become  the 
sole  reason  for  the  club’s  existence 
Auctions,  like  slide  programs,  have 
their  place  and  time.  As  I  menti¬ 
oned  earlier,  the  key  is  to  satisfy  the 
member’s  desires,  so  variety  and 
moderation  are  important  to  suc¬ 
cessful  program  conduct.  Next  time, 
we’ll  delve  into  club  projects.

Money  Lenders 


When  we  go  back  in  history  a  few 
hundred  years,  we  find  that  all 
through  the  medieval  period  and 
the  middle  ages,  there  were  money 
lenders.  In  time  there  came  to  be  an 
extensive  banking  and  money-lending 
business  throughout  Europe.  It  had 
its  beginning  in  Italy  where  a  group 
of  merchants  called  the  Lombards 
built  up  an  extensive  business,  later 
followed  by  the  Tuscan  and  Ger¬ 
man  bankers. 

The  famous  banking  house  of  Tug¬ 
gers  at  Augsburg,  Germany,  and 
the  Florentine  bank  of  the  Dedici, 
are  examples  of  a  number  of  15th 
century  firms  engaged  in  what  is 
known  today  as  international  bank¬ 
ing  or  finance.  The  most  important 
clients  of  these  early  bankers  were 
the  rulers  of  European  states  who 
required  large  sums  of  money  on 
short  notice  to  equip  and  pay  arm¬ 


ies  or  for  government  and  court 
expenses. 

Edward  III  of  England  began  the 
100  years  war  on  money  borrowed 
from  the  bankers  of  Florence.  Italy, 
but  he  ruined  the  bankers  by  dis¬ 
owning  his  debt  to  them.  Feudal 
lords  and  ecclesiastical  lords  who 
built  monasteries  and  great  cathed¬ 
rals,  borrowed  money  for  the  pur¬ 
pose.  Later  in  the  15th  century 
loans  were  made  for  productive  pur¬ 
poses. 

There  is  a  street  in  London  called 
Lombard  Street,  named  after  the 
Lombards  who  came  to  England  in 
the  14th  century  to  buy  wool  for 
export  to  Italy,  and  also  to  collect 
the  Papal  revenues:  the  drawning  of 
bills  of  exchange  was  a  natural  by¬ 
product.  This  street  where  they  did 
business  is  London’s  money  market 
today.
